2/6/66 and purported to be the st^ather erf Richard Kichois ix^se nhturai father 
was connected wit^e FBI in Washington, According to Southwick, his jstepsbh 
is a member of the M^ttachine Societyy an organization of homosexuals in Washington, 
Southwick desired a review of Bureau indices concerning inforlolation on the M^tta^hine 
Society; however, was advised of the confidential nature of informatiem in FBI files. 

The purpose of this memorandum is to advise of the results of the interview with 
SA Nichols concerning this matter and to recommend appropriate action. 

^ SA Nichols fu^shed a detailed statement (attached) in which he advised 
mchas^chols, Jr., age 27, is a ho mosexual. He is the only 
^Id of SA Nichols by hisffirst marriage which ended in divorce. His son lives in the 
Washington, _IK C, , area, exact address unknown and is employed as a Counselor at

1948. SA Nichols was transferred to Philadelphia in July, 1949 and shortty thereafter 
his ex-wife was Mso transferred to that area. On visits with bis son, SA Nichols 
de^mtoed that he was a disciplinary problem and the former Mrs. Nichols ahlmd Urn 
to take his son raise Um. SA Nichols relates that bis wife dUected and on «Hie

Following his transfer to Washington in September, 1954, SA Nichols 
advised that his son admitted to him that he was a confirmed homosexual h fld 
been under psychiatric care. SA Nichols related that he did not rail this to the 
aisntion of the Bureau because he had not raised his son althoi^ he bore his exact 
name. He states he saw his son occasionally and requested that he protect his fath# ( 
and the Bureau from embarrassment which has been dcme iq> to the present time. ^ ' 

SA Nichols states that this situation has caused him considerable emotfcmaJL 
concern. SA Nichols says that he sot^ht advice from clergymen; however, they could ‘ 
offer no solution. He attempted to lead his son into a Christian faith but found,that 
he a confirmed atheist. On one occasion, his son ran away with a girl and contacted \ 
SA Nichols from id’s for money. SA Nichols sent his son $50 thinking that he was ^ 
beginn^ to ^t in a normal manner, ms son later married this girl; however, ihbv have 
separated and are apparently married in name only. 

SA Nichols has maintained occasicoial contact with his son since September, 
1954, with restraint so as not to jeopardize his family or embarrass the Bureau. On 
a recent visit, his son advised him that he was writing articles for homosexual 
magazines and ^proximately two or three months ago related that he was the Executive 
Director of the Mattachine Society which involved considerable travel. In this regard 
a check of Bureau disclosed a May, 1965, edition of the Eastern Mattachine ' 

Magazine and Warren Adkins (the alias us^ by SA Nichols' son) was listed as b^ng on 
tee sWf of tee Gazette which is apparently a publication of the Mattachine Society of 
Washington. On a recent luncheon visit, SA Nlchols'sson exhibited letters which he had 
prepared on behalf of the Mattachine Society to ministers, priests and all high Govern¬ 
ment officials including tee Director. ^ 

Approximately six or eight months ago SA Nichols' son advised him that a 
Major Soutewick who had married tee former Mrs. Nichols had called tee Capital 
Hadio En^eering Msfitote and threatened SA Nichols' bos with bodily hardi. Soutewick 
A ^ alcohoUc. FoUowii^ this call his son moved to an unknown address in 

^llngton, Virginia. SA Nichols advised that a few mcmlhs ago he also received a 
tel^hcme message from a Major Soutewick In Florida which name was unl^wn to him 
^ request to return tee call. Soutewick made two additional efforts 

to contact SA Nichols; however, SA Nichols states teat he continoed to ignore tee caUs.

According to information in Bimean files» tbe Mattacfaine Society of 
WasMngton was orgaidzed in January, 1062, and in 1963 had s^roaimalely 360 
members in the metropoiitan area. This society purports to discuss and act 
ail problems relating to the homosexual bcdh general and specific. Its press releases 
stale that toe primary aim is directed s^alnst toe discriminalory policy of the Gitll 
Service Commlsstmi ndiich discriminates J^^alnst homosexuals a nd MtemptU^^^ to chaise 
toe policies of toe Armed fVurees of toe United States In toelr treatmeid erf such indi¬ 
viduals. Ihis society believes that civilian and military perscninel and those in j^rivate 
Industry who are homosexuals should no Imiger be regarded as security risks. Th^r 
efforto have been intensified to bring about legislation which would change this and they 
are also interested in having local laws changed so there will be no legal aetton 
against homosexuals. On 10/33/65 ai^oximately 35 individoals jacketed the ^^te 
House to protest (Hscrtmlnatton and hostility against homosexual Americans* This 
demonstratton was allegedly sponsored by the Mattachtoe Society of WasMngton. 

No record of toe letter can be found that SA Nichols' son is reported to 
have sent to toe director and other high ^Ctovernment oMciais; however, SA IHchols' 
son may have had reference to the letter which was sent to the president following 
this demonstration* This letter was signed by Franklin E. Kan^eney, a member of 
the Maitaehine Society, and contains details cmcerMng their grievances as described 
above* No identifiable information could be located in Bureau Hies on SA Nichols' son 
under ids true name or alias other than his alias belx^ listed on toe staff of the Gazette* 
Metroperfit^ Pirfice Department records were also checked with m^ative results 
only show a 1964 traffic citation te SA Nichols' son.
